The inner thoughts of Gov. Allan Shivers 
of Texas could be interesting. Here is a chap, 
htodsom e In appearance, a real "comer,” 
thfey said, in politics, who broke away from 
hit old-time associates in Texas to go all-out 
in support of President Eisenhower. 
It is surprising how little the American 
people have heard of Gov. Shivers since the 
Elsenhower administration took over. If any 
fif^intm ents have been slanted his way— 
either in his own case or in recognition of 
his political friends—the fact remains a top 
secret. Not too many Texans have been called 
back to Washington to serve on Ike’s team. 
True, a woman, Mrs. Oveta Culp Hobby, was 
named to a cabinet post but we doubt that 
her appointment brought any great happiness 
to those who give shape and color to Texas 
politics. If Gov. Shivers had any notion that 
he would cut a figure in the new administra­ 
tion after President Eisenhower took over, 
then his hopes have not materialized. 


We rather think that the years between 
19 40 and 19 50 .saw more progress in Texas 
than in any other decade of statehood. It grew 
enormously. Those were the good years, along 
with the 10 that had preceded them, the 
years that saw the people of a great state, a 
truly great state, prosper and move ahead in 
gratifying fashion. 
Fact is that throughout the South and the 
Southwest and here in this Middle West of 
which Nebraska is a part, in strife and turmoil 
frequently, the unfolding years wrote an ex­ 
ceedingly bright chapter.

It has been 
tough in Texas these la.st two years—tough 
because of drought—and now the oil industry 
itself finds tougher days ahead.

Postmaster Gen. Arthur Summerfield, still 
.smarting from his failure to get postal rates 
increased, has been hit from another side. 
Stamp collectors—and there are an estimated 
10 million of them in the country—are re­ 
portedly unhappy over the design and print­ 
ing of many of our stamp.s. 
About 20 years ago the Post Office

partment decided to i.ssue a whole string of 
commemorative stamps, knowm to .stamp col­ 
lectors as "commémoratives.” The same plan 
Is still with us, down to the point where 
some pretty meaningless events are com­ 
memorated on 2- and 3-eent stamps. Stamp 
collectors claim that design, engraving, and

sub-standard. 
They point especially to that famous paint­ 
ing of "The Doctor” —the

bearded doctor pondering over the ailment 
of a child while the parents anxiously watch 
in the background. The painting, reduced

looked like a dark glob and most people 
needed a reading glass to make out the 
title. 
In addition, disgruntled philateli.sts main­ 
tain that the j-ize of each printing should be 
cut down to make the stamps more valu­ 
able. Smaller printing.*, they claim, would 
increase value to both dealer.* and collect­ 
or* and the Post Office Department could 
rake in a lot of money from stamps which 
never are actually used on letters.

answer must depend on whether 
you are willing to go along on 
the 19 points that were once 
agreed to,” the secretary of labor 
continued. 
When Eisenhower replied that 
he W’ould not go along in ap­ 
proving all 19 amendments, Dur­ 
kin concluded: 
"Since your answer is ‘no,’ Mr. 
President, 1 am sorry to say that 
that’s my answer also.” 
When Herbert Browmell, Eis­ 
enhower’s chief political adviser 
and 
attorney general, .selected 
Durkin for the Cabinet, he hoped 
to split the American Federa­ 
tion of L« abor off from the CIO 
completely, force a sizable chunk 
of the trade-union management 
back into the GOP.

However, Durkin, a 
perma­ 
nent union puyroller, was little 
impre.ssed by the way he wa.s 
carefully excluded from mo.st of 
Eisenhower’s 
top 
policy 
deci­ 
sions, and he made few efforts 
therefore to sell the Ei.senhower 
administration to the ranks of 
labor. 
About three months ago, just 
before Sen, Taft’s ailment took 
its fatal turn, the President in­ 
vited Durkin to the White Hou.se 
and a.sked him what was troub­ 
ling him. Durkin told the Presi­ 
dent that union leaders were in­ 
sisting that the President fulfill 
his pledge to amend the Taft-

Lt. Mark Radke has beconie 
one of the top-ranking rifle shots 
in the land by placing ninth in

medals at the nation’s biggest 
rifle shoot. 
Strangely enough, Lt. Radk*', 
son of Mr. and Mrs. F. C. Radke, 
18 20 So. 25th, first fired a large 
bore .30 caliber rifle just two 
months ago while stationed with 
the 8 2nd Ordnance and Tech­ 
nical Intelligence Detachment in 
Esslingen, Germany . 
It was in the U.S. Army Euro­ 
pean rifle match in Grafenwohr 
that Radke began to shoot his 
way toward national marksman­ 
ship.

Allay Fears 
Britain’s latest move has, ap- 
pjrently , a threefold objective:. 
It might serve to allay French 
fears of German domination by 
spelling out y et again that Brit­ 
ain has no intention of leaving 
France in the lurch. 
It might speed the translation 
of EDC a paper plan into a real­ 
ity . Once that happens a big 
part of West Germany ’s indus­ 
trial machine will be switched 
over to arms production. That 
will take some of the heat off

peactime goods to the Germans 
who have no arms burden.

(INS) — President Eisenhower 
reaffirmed Monday night that 
the United State.s will strive “in 
every way to make the United 
Nations ever more su ccessfu l in 
the great work before it.”

U. N. Secretary General

Hammarskjö ld at a dinner in his 
honor by the American Associa­ 
tion for the United Nations on 
the eve of the eighth U. N. As­

session, 
the 
President 
said: 
“I have every confidence that 
a greater and stronger United | 
Nations is in the making.

“This organization— symboliz­ 
ing and gu arding so many p re­ 
ciou s hop es of all men—has met 
the test of aggression. It has 
help ed new nations find free­ 
dom and self-exp ression. It ha.s, 
throu gh trial and p atience, fou nd

tional disp u tes.”

Mr. Eisenhower added: 
“This United Nations is de­ 
voted to a su p reme effort; To 
demonstrate that free men who, 
together, have checked aggres­ 
sion, can no le.ss effectively find 
the way to strengthen p eace. 
Each test that is su ccessfu lly 
met, in tu rn, nfakes the United 
Nations s t r on g e r and m or e 
worthy of the solemn tru st it 
defends.”
